Spain’s Case More Difficult. 


The case of..Spain is more difficult, 
as it appears -certain that unless, 
friendly Governments succeed in per- 
suading her to change her mind, she 
will er the League in September. 
But that is a September and not ‘a 
June affair. 

There is a possibility that the Riffian 
peace settlement will make Madrid see 
that she will be better off in the 
League with @ non-permanent séat in 
the Council carrying the right of re- 
election than outside without the 
friendly associations which the — 
nourishes. 

The disarmament situation is no 
worse than it was a week ago. If 
looked at broadly, it may be said to be 
better.

It was:soon discovered ‘that in the 
perpetual daylight clocks and watches 
were of little use, because no clock 
could tell whether it was 4 o'clock in 
the morning or 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. So the crew devised a time- 
keeping system of their own. The 
whole landscape. of Kings Bay is a 
vast amphitheatre, surrounded by 
snowy peaks. The crew. picked out a 
peak to the east, where the sun stood 
at A. M.,.and called it Breakfast 
Mountain. Another to the south was 
labeled Lunch Mountain. A- western 
peak was called Supper Mountain, 
while Mount Mitra, due north, was 
dubbed Midnight Mountain. And’ with 
this. primitive clock ready to hand 
there was n6 —— to keep watches’ 
wound up. But until this simple ys- 
tem was devised there were many oc-

Not Fond of Seal Meat. 


: Many members of the expedition 
brought rifles and shotguns, hoping to 
get a shot at big Arctic game. Un- 


fortunately ‘the polar bear does not 
often, venture. near Kings Bay, and 
those who hoped for a fur rug as a 
trophy‘ were -disappointed. However, | 
there’ were plenty of seals, though of 
the hair variéty;“and after the main 
work of the expedition was completed 
some of the men put out in rowboats 
and succeeded in bagging nine or ten, 
besides numerous _ eider-ducks. The 
first seal provided steaks for the table, 
but after one taste of the meat it was 
agreed by common consent to stick 
to the Chantier’s regular fare of beef, 
| mutton. and pork. Seal meat is consid- 
ered 9 great delicacy by hardened Arc- 
tic explorers, but the amateurs of the 
Byrd expedition decided that sd tong 
as there was anything else to be nad 
they would ‘get along without it. 

Hard work was so plentiful during, 
the stay of the Chantier in Kings Bay 
that it is doubtful whether the mem- 
bers of the expedition ré&lized how 
truly thrilling an experience they were 
having until it was all over. Landing 
and assembling two airplanes inthe 
Arctic wastes was \not the anly thrill 
to be,considered. A few d&ys after 
the Chantier reached Kings Bay, the 
great dirigible Norge arrived, looming 
gigantically out of the morning: skies, 
and within a week after,that Lieut.

In support of the Mexican Govern- 
ment’s~’ assertion. that Mgr. George 
Caruana, Papal Delegate to Mexico 
‘and Bishop of Porto Rico, falsely de- 
clared his birth, profession and relig- 
ion, and that for this reason he was 
deported from Mexico, Arturo M. Elias,.

City, furnished ‘to the press yesterday 
photostat copies of what purported to 
be the declaration made by Mgr. Caru-

The. statement of Mr. Elias, made on 
the strength of the. photostats, again 
charged, that . Caruana. described 
himself as a ‘‘Protestant” and a ‘‘tour- 
ist’? when He entered Mexico. 

Answer to‘ Prelate. 


Mr. Elias explgined that his state- 
ment was in answer to a statement | 
made -by Mgr: Caruana when he 
crossed the border at Laredo, Texas, 
to the effect that he had obtained 
“‘positive proof of: the. falsity’’. of. the: 
charges made by the Mexican Govern- 


ment that he. had untruthfully de- 
clared his birth, religion and profes» 
sion. ? 

The expulsion of Mgr. Caruana, an 
American citizen, from Mexico was the 
subject of a protest sent to President 
Coolidge by \the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the Natidnal Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. Secretary of State 
Kellogg, replying. on behalf of the 
President, said heiwould seek an op- 
portunity. to. Bring the protest to the 
atténtion of the Mexican Dmbassy in 
Washington. Mr. Kellogg twice ap- 
pealed to the Mexican Government 
through the Mexican Ambassador, 
Sefior Téllez, ‘but was unable to pre- 
yent the deportation of Mgr. Caruana.} 

‘ Caruana Makes Denial. 

Mgr. Caruana said last night that 
his declaration to the immigration in- 
spector at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, on 
March 4 had been filled out by the in- 
spector, who asked questions and wrote 
in the answers. He denied that the 
signature on the declaration was his. 
He said he. supplied answers to’ all 
questions put to him, but that he had 
not been asked g his religion 
nor had he been asked whether: ‘he 
came ‘‘as a tourist or on business.” 

The prelate called attention to state- 
ments which he had made’ in Mexico 
City to a correspondent of THe New 
Yor«x Times on May 16, when he left 
Mexico) in which he said: 

“I made no false declarations and 
did not even sign any declarations at 
all when I entered Mexican. territory. 
The immigration inspector who ques- 
tioned me at the border requested no 
declarations regarding my birth and 


religion, but he did inquire about my 


profession, and then I stated the pro- 

fession which I really have, of teach- 

ing, without, however, any’ intention 

of hiding any other tities that I have.” 

Consul General’s Statement. 

The statement of the Consul General 
follows: —— 

Upon his’ return from Mexieo, in 
Laredo, Texas, and other towns, Mer. 
Caruana, Papal delegate and Bishop 
of Porto Rico and West, Indies, made 
to press rep tatives the state- 
ment that, feelin free to speak in the 
United States, he would make in 
Washington furtirer declarations as 
to the reasons or lack of reasons 
which prompted the Mexican Govern- 
ment to expel him from Mexico.

The Rev. Dr. Robert E. Speer, Sec- 
retary of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions, delivered the bac- 
calaureate “sermon yesterday at Em- 
manuel - Baptist _ Church, Lafayette 
Avenue‘and St. James Place, Brooklyn, 
to the graduates of Pratt. Institute. 
Dr. Speer spoke on the inheritance 
which the world of today has received 
from past generations. 

He began by telling of a trip to the 
woods taken by him; accompanied by 
his son, and of his joy at being what 
he thought, completely detached from 
other human - society. “Then it 
dawned upon me what a fiction the 
thought was,’’ said Dr. Speer. ‘Other 
men had built the roads. Other men 
had erected the .cabin in which we 
were sheltered. er men had put 
the st by which we warmed our- 
selves p ie the cabin. .We owed every- 
thing we had to*other men. 

“It is.an utter fallacy to believe that 
man can break from the bonds of all 
that man has done in ages past. All 
the information that we have we have 
gathered from men and women who 
have gone before us. . Even our Jan- 
guage was given to us by those who 
lived befare us. All that any genera- 
tion can do for a language is to defile 
it or enrich it in some small way.” 


Dr. Speer spoke of the golf links ot 


a Summer hotel: The land on which 
the links were situated was at an ear- 
lier period ‘the farm of a settler from 
Prince Edward Island who with the 
aid of his five sons reclaimed the land 
from the forest. 

“Those of today are enjoying this 
land,” he gaid, ‘‘without one thought 
of those who labored-to clear it. There 
are more pioneers than those who cut 
down the forests. It is the capital of 
the past that makes the wealth of 
today. We did not come poverty 
stricken into a bare world.” 

Dr. Speer said: that Tolstoy’s dream 
of human freedom came closest to 
realization in Siam, where the natives 
grew their own, rice, and built their 
houses from the -native. jungle, - but 
asserted that there had been no prog- 
ress in that ‘country. ‘‘When I re- 
turned to the' rush of America,” said 
Dr. Speer, “I realized that the more 
interdependent the human race be- 
comes, the greater are the things that 
are accomplished. We should rejoice 
—— society-is becoming more —

it ahd broke into applause.

THE CHIEF SENATE RULE. 
Wice President DAWES seems to have 
bandoned his campaign to change 
the rules of the: United States Senate. 
Yet his close-hand study of them must 


haye taught him some ‘things. he. did 


not Know, before. One is. that every 
Senator holds the power of veto over 
every other and on occasion over. the 
whole remaining ninety-five. Repre- 
senting’ a sovereign State, a Senator 
soon comes to'think of himself as hav- 
ing most of the prerogatives of sdv- 
ereignty, among them being the right 
to say “1 forbid.” The only way to 
get around this power of the individual 
is to apply the doctrine of “ unanimous 
consent.” If you can get the :whole 
body of vetoing sovereigns to agree to 
do someting, then it can be done; 
otherwise not. This is- now the chief 
rule of the Senate. It lives, moves 
and has. its being’ in unanimous 
consent. « 

In the application of this exalted 


doctrine, difficuities sometimes arise- 


difficulties so great as to exercise the 
intellects of the Senate metaphysi- 
cians. ‘Last Thursday, for example, 


‘the hour arrived when by ’a unani- 
mous consent previously: agreed to the‘ 


Senate was to. proceed to executive 
business’ But one daring - Senator 
aske@ unanimous c@nsent ‘that ‘the 
foregoing unanimous consent. be de- 
ferred for a few minytes. This auda- 
cious} proposal left. the whole Senate 
aghast and thunderstrudk, It seemed 
like thé irresistible force meeting the 
immovable body.’ But Senator Rosin- 
son of Arkansas ‘came to the rescue 
and laid down the’ dictum, worthy of 
a medieval Schoolman, “by unanimous 
consent we n displace.a unanimous 
consent agreement.”

It had been 
saved from the logic of its. central

It may be useful 
to have a gentlemanly diimmy doing 
duty at dull banquets, as in Epwarp 
Everett Hate’s story, but it is not 
absolutely safe. As for the present 
masqueraders, they are certain to pro- 
vidé unpleasant suspense and surprises 
for their victims.

PARADE TO BE REVIEWED 


Governor Smith.and State Commis- 
-sion Will Dedicate Site of © 
New York Buildifgs.

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—A three- 
day celebration of the adoption of the 
American flag, with the Governors of 
the thirteen original States participat- 


ing, will start tomorrow. The célebra- 
tion, will be held in~connection with 
the Sesquicentennial Expositidn here. 

The thirteen Governors, with their 
staffs and representatives, will review 
@ parade tomorrow in which many his- 
toric commands, will take part, includ- 
ing the Centennial Legion. The 
raders will march down Broad Street 
to the large municipal stadium on the 
exposition grounds. 

Practically every uniform ever worn 
by a member of a military organiza- 
tion in this country will be seen in 
the parade. It will; be headed by 
Major Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, re- 
tired. Mayor Kendrick of Philadelphia 
and the. Governors will review the 
marchers at the stadium. 

The great reunion’ of the thirteen 
States will be the occasion of the dedi- 
cation of the exposition, at which for- 
mer Solicitor General James M. Beck 
will be the principal speaker. 

Preceding the parade. Governor 
Smith of New York will dedicate the 
two New York buildings now under 
construction at the Exposition. One 
of the buildings is a replica of Wash- 
de s headquarters at Newburgh, 
N. Y., and the other a replica of the 
old Federal Hall, which stood where 
the New York Sub-Treasury stands 
now, and where Washington was in- 
augurated as the first President of 
the United States.

TWO CASUALTIES REPORTED 


Youth Drowns In Hudson When His 
Canoe Overturns—Trenton Boy 
Dies in Similar: Accident. 


Crowds estimated at. more than a 
million persons took advantage of a 
typical June Sunday yesterday and 
flocked to beaches and resorts in the 
immediate vicinity of the city. One 
young man was drowned in the Briar- 
cliff Lake when his canoe overturned 
and four persons narrowly escaped a 
similar fate in the river off West 161st 
Street. 

At Coney Island the police estimated 
there were more than 500,000 visitors. 
About 25,000 persons went into the 
water. Moe Bromstein, 17 years old, 
of 3,059 East Fifth Street, Brooklyn, 
was dragged ashore by a lifeguard 
after he collapsed in the. water. He 
was taken to Coney Island Hospital 
and later in the day was able to go 
home. 

Earlier in the day several score of 

men, arrested in raids on bungalows, 
were arraigned in Coney Island Court 
on charges of disorderly conduct and 
fined $8 each by Magistrate Reynolds. 
Twenty-five lost children were found 
by the police and returned to their 
parents. —

eight arrests for violations of the Vol- 
stead act and fifteen young men were 
held for gambling. ~

Dr. Atkin- 
son criticized er Davis for his 
article, ‘‘Portrait a Cleric,"® printed 
in Harper's Migisine for June. After 
the service Dr. Atkinson “was sur- 
rounded by -parishioners cohgratulat- 
ing him on his sermon. 

The rector denied that it was William 
R. Hearst who ‘‘elected’’ Dr. ing 
as Bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of 
New York. . He did not call Mr. Hearst 
by name,+but he said afterward it was 
Mr. Hearst he meant. 

In the article Mr. Davis attributed 
the election of Bishop Manning to the 
attacks made on him by Mr. Hearst, 
He also suggestea that there was a 
movement in progress to create a 
primacy in the Episcopal Church in 
this country and to make Bishop Man- 
ning the first to fill that office. 


| Davis’s Characterization. 


In the article Mr. Davis said: 

“He [Bishop Manning] is the cham- 
‘pion of orthodoxy, defender of the 
faith, doughty upholder of the Virgin 
Birth, supporter of the Volstead act,

Seven firemen, two of whom are in a 
serious condition in Beekman Street 
Hospital, were overcome by smoke and 
carbon monoxide gas in a fire at 46 
East Broadway last night. The, fire 
was discovered by Patrolman Patrick 
‘Mullins in the clothing store occupied 
)by H. & J. Hershenov on the ground| 
floor of the seven-story loft building. 

He notified members of Engine Com- 
pany 9, whose quarters are in the 
same block. There was little difficulty 
in extinguishing the fire on the 
ground floor, but ‘when the firemen 
attempted to enter the basement, which 
was heaped with stored woolens, they

= FINANCIAL MARKETS! 


Reappraisal of Various Influ- 
ences on Prosperity—Politics 
‘and the Grain Crops. 


When the usual end-of-the-year 
prophecies for ~ the new: financial 
twelvemonth were published, last De- 
cember, the hopeful spirit was con- 
siderably qualifigd. For the imme- 
diate future, emphasis was laid. on the 
two doubtful possibilities of a break- 
down in the real estaté speculation or 
complications from “overbuying’” on 
the’ plan of instalment purchases. 
More remotely, the fact, that 1926,was 
a “political year,’”’ with a bitter con- 
test for the new Congressional major- 
ity impending, was assigned as an 
unsettling influence. These. consider- 
ations caused the conditioning of the 
hopeful December forecasts ‘by the 
statement that they could -not be ap- 
plied with assurance beyond the first 
half of the year. 

That six-months period: has now 
nearly elapsed, and it is; possible to 
say that the real-estate reaction -and 
the disturbance from instalment buy:| 
ing have not visibly affected the gen- 
eral - position. The land speculation 
has certainly abated; in- Florida, where 
it. was running wild last Autumn, it 
has abruptly stopped. It has appar- 
ently become difficult to’ get a’ price 
for property , bought at last year’s 
fancy prices and insolvency has over- 
taken one or two ambitious promo- 
tions; Yet the accompanying circum- 
stances have indicated that bank 
credit, even with Florida, institutions, 
has not been entangled in the “land 
boom” as it used to be in the pre-war 
Western town-lot speculations. It 
has not been possible to detect any 
formidable shrinkage in purchases of 
goods because of ——— — 
ration.”

the circumstances are not what they- 
were two years ago. The:cash pricé 
of wheat at Chicago last week was 
above $1.60; even the farm’ price, as 
reported by the Department of Agri- 
culture, has lately ruled nearly 48 per 
cent. higher than in the Spring of 
1924. But comparison with 1925 
gives a different color. Whereas the. 
average of agricultural and non-agri- 
cultural prices-gave an almost exactly 
equal percentage of increase over 
pre-war prices, the subsequent, reac- 
tion in grain prices, under the influ- 
ence of the large European harvests 
of 1925, has widened the: difference 
so that the average net advance in 
agricultural prices over years before 
the war is 7 per cent. less than in 
other commodities. Corn in particu- 
‘lar, whose crop of 1925 has been only 
six times exceeded in our agricultural 
history, has lately averaged at 65% 
cents a bushel on the farm, whereas 
it commanded '$1°11 ‘last June (fol- 
lowing the smallest crop in a dozén

The possibilities of such complete 
} reversal: of ‘agricultural. sentiment as 
occurred in 1924 are therefore not 
what they were two years ago. The 
course of grain prices may still have 
a potent influence in the matter, but, 
except for corn, the markets could not 
this time start from “deflation val- 
ues.” Of wheat it may be said that 


plus, carried over from the short 
American crop of 1925, should render 
the markét ‘sensitive to any downward 
revision of home or foreign estimates.

IMPERIAL PARLEY IN FALL 


: 2.9 + . — 
~ Ottawa Debate Will Be Preliminary 
‘to Conference on Relation of 

‘ Dominions to Britain. 


OTTAWA, June 13. (4).—The question 
of Canada’s position in the British 
Empire and her’ international status 
will be raised--when -Premier. Mac- 
kengie King submits to the House of 
Cc ons a motion of which he has 
given notice. 

Briefly, the motion provides that - be- 
fore the,Canadian Government “advise 
ratigication of a treaty or convention 
affecting Canada, or signify accep- 
tance of a treaty or convention, the 
approval of the Parliament of Canada 
should be secured. * 

“The motion follows a resolution 
adopted .at the last Imperial Confer- 
ence. when ‘representatives of the Brit- 
ish Government, the Dominions and 
India discussed procedure to be. fol- 
lowed in the ratification of treaties. 

Approval Is ‘Made Obligatory. 

Conclusion of the halibut treaty be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
had given .rise to this discyssion; and 
the resulting resolution of the Im- 
perial Conference set forth procedure 
to be followed in the negotiation and 
signature of treaties. 

So far; the motion of Premier King 
asks merely for Parliamentary ap- 
proval of the conference resolution. 
But on the question of ratification, it 
goes further. The resolution says, 
“It is for each Government to decide 
where Parliamentary approval or legis- 
lation is required before desire: for, 
or concurrence in, ratification is. inti- 
mated by that Government.” _. 

Since-and including the Treaty of 
Versailles, it has been the practice 
of thé Canadian Government to sub- 
mit for the approval of the Canadian 
Parliament all treafles in the nego- 
tiation of which the Dominion has 
participated. Premier King’s motion, 
if carried, will lay down the principle: 
that before the Canadian -Govern- 
ment can signify acceptance of the 
treaty affecting Canada, approval of 
the Canadian Parliament must be ob- 
tained. 

Fall Parley on Empire Relations, 

The coming debate in the House of 
Commons will be important as afford- 
ing. opportunity for the Government 
and Parliament to make their positions 
clear. But it will be merely prelimin- 
ary to the still more important dis- 
cussion _on- inter-Empire relations 
scheduled for the coming Imperial Con- 
ference in ‘October, when the status 
of the Dominions in the Empire, the 
relation. of the Dominions. to -each 
other and to Great. Britain will come 
up for examination. 

The close cooperation “between the 
British and Dominion Governments, 
which existed during the war and 
during negotiation of the peace of. Ver- 
sailles, has not been fully maintained 
in subsequent international confer- 
ences, observers point out. On the 
ground that Canada.had not partici- 
pated in its negotiation, Premier King 


declined to submit the Treaty of Lau- 
sanne to the Canadian’ Parliament: for 
approval. 

The Dominion Governments were-not 
invited to participate in negotiating 
the treaties of Locarno. ‘At the same 
time, the treaties impose no obliga- 
tions on the Dominions unless the 
latter freely assume such obligations.
